-whk scarcely 80 positive as wo might wish. Thero 
was o connection, but it war aomewhat remote. 
Ono could eesily understand thot if the food 
supply ‘bocame contominated in ibis woy with 
plague kecilli there was o poetible danger; and. 
persunally he thought that many'of the cases 
thet bod occurred omonget the Chinese might” 
haye been caused in this way, infection having 
t#ken place’ through the alimentary tract. Ho 
believed it was the’cnstom for. many of the 
Chinega to eat the entrails of fowls uncooke a.
